An= 
other set the date and time of Coun- 
cil meetings as the second and fourth 
Mondays of each month, from 6:30 to 
11:00 p.m, with » half hour "coffee 
break". By motion of Council the 
Bank of Montreal will continue to 
handle the town's banking accounts.
